NON-VOTING CITIZENSHIP AND 
ILLITERATE CITIZENSHIP ALLIED 
Illiteracy and voting delinquency are closely al­ 
lied. States showing the lowest percentage of lit­ 
eracy also show the lowest voting percentage. 
This is brought out strikingly in a comparison of 
voting percentages by states, announced by the 
Federal Council of Churches, and the literacy per­ 
centages by states, compiled by Prof. L. P. Ayers, 
director of education and statistics for the Rus­ 
sell Sage Foundation andLreferred to by Mrs. 
Emmett Ledbetter, of the Calhoun County Board 
of Education, in an address before the Matrons’ 
Club on Wednesday afternoon. 
The Federal Council of Churches through its 
Commission on Social Service announces that 
only 49 per cent of the qualified voters in this 
country took the trouble to vote in 1920. With 
the statement it submits a list of all states show­ 
ing the standing of the states in voting percent­ 
ages and the percentage of qualified votrs in each 
state who exercised the rights of citizenship by 
casting their ballots in the 1920 presidential etec- 
tion.

In the Federal Council's list of states South 
Carolina is at the bottom with but 8.5 of its quali­ 
fied elector^ voting. Mississippi is next to the 
last on the list with 9.4 per cent; Georgia is third 
from the bottom with 10.5 per cent and Louisiana 
fourth with 14 per cent. Director Ayers, in list­ 
ing the states with lowest percentage of literacy 
places South Carolina, Mississippi and Arkansas 
as the lowest on the list, with Alabama coming 
next. 
In voting percentage Alabama ranks 
eighth, with 22.1 per cent of its qualified vot­ 
ers going to the polls. 
In the list of states given by the Federal Coun­ 
cil of Churches as casting the smallest percentage 
of votes it unfortunately is shown that the ten 
lowest are Southern states. This might be par­ 
tially explained by the statement that in the 
south the voting incentive is less than in other 
states, because the Democratic party is so over­ 
whelmingly in the lead inthe south generally that 
many southern voters do not see the necessity for 
voting. This explanation will not suffice, how­ 
ever, when it also is shown that the percentage 
of illiteracy is heaviest in the southern states that 
show the lowest votingpercentage. 
In view of 
this showing it must be realized that state» in 
which the greatest educational progress is made 
take the greatest interest in national questions 
and participate most in the settlement of public 
questions through the ballot 
In her address to the Matrons’ Club, Mrs. Led­ 
better quoted Roger Babson, the statistician and 
business expert, as saying he finds Alabama has 
resources and potential riches exceeding any oth­ 
er state in the union and yet Alabama ranks 
among the lowest in voting percentage, Poten­ 
tial wealth should make educational advancement 
easier to bring about, for wealth is developed 
more rapidly where education is more general. 
But Alabama not only is rich in potential v^alth. 
It is rich in developed wealth, in industrial activ­ 
ity and expansion and in agricultural progress 
and prosperity. It should stand higher both in
